Drawings 

1 . Figures 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.121(d)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: Opamp 12 and input line 13. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application.

The drawings (Fig. 1 and 2) are objected to because in Fig. 1 input and output to 
op-amp 13 are both labeled "Right Channel Output". In Fig. 2 the vertical axis does not 
contain a label of units. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures.

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 9, 11, 12, 13, 14, 16, 17, and 18 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: Claims 9, 11, 12, 13, 14, 16, 17, and 18 contain the language regarding 
an impedance having a terminal or an impedance coupled to an entity. The term 
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impedance is well known in the art to be a measure of resistance to an alternating effect 
or a measure of the total opposition to current flow in an alternating current circuit, made 
up of two components, ohmic resistance and reactance. Since the term "impedance" 
itself is not a physical entity that can be coupled to or have a terminal, the language 
"impedance network" is suggested. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hawks (US 
Patent 5,692,050). 

Regarding Clam 9, Hawks discloses a stereophonic expansion circuit comprising: 
a first amplifier (Fig. 18, amplifier 312) having an output, a first input (non-inverting 
input) for receiving a left and right audio sum signal (input through switch SW5), and a 
second input (inverting input), wherein a first impedance (R1 14 and C73) couples the 
output to the second input of the first amplifier; a second impedance (inverting input to 
SW4 will inherently contain an impedance) having a first terminal coupled to the second 
input (inverting input) of the first amplifier and a second terminal to a first switch (SW4), 
whereinVhen the first switch is in a close position, the second impedance is coupled to 
ground (through R1 1 3), reducing a gain of the first amplifier according to a frequency 
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response of the first and second impedances; an input for receiving a left and right 
audio difference signal; and a matrixtng circuit (output network of amplifiers 312 and 
313) for producing left and right audio signals from a signal at the output of the first 
amplifier and the received left and right audio difference signal (Outputs U and R'). 

Regarding Claim 1 1 , Hawks further disclose a third impedance coupling the first 
input of the first amplifier to the first switch, wherein when the first switch is in a close 
position, the third impedance is coupled to ground, reducing a magnitude of the left and 
right audio sum signal to the first amplifier according to a frequency response of the 
third impedance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 10 and 12-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
